Girl calls own role in 
beating, burning of 
woman ‘unforgivable’

The third teenage girl convicted of 
the brutal beating of a woman be¬ 
hind a Dartmouth school last year 
read a letter to her victim in court 
yesterday, moments before receiving 
a 15-month sentence. 

Describing her role in the two- 
hour torture of Kathie-Lee Bennet on 
Sept. 20 as "unforgivable," she vowed 
it would never happen again. The 15- 
year-old said Bennet, 18, would have 


to be "a very strong woman" to re¬ 
cover from the assault, which saw 
Bennet kicked, punched and burned 
with cigarettes. She was left with 
deep bruises and a fractured eye 
socket. The girl admitted she was 
present during the entire attack and 
that she kicked Bennet once. 

Both girls were in tears as the at¬ 
tacker addressed the court. Bennet 
later asked for a copy of the letter. 

Describing the teen as a "bright" 
girl who is easily influenced by her 
peers, Halifax youth court Judge 
Pam Williams told her she would re¬ 
main in Waterville until Sept. 1. The 
girl, who can't be named under pro¬ 
visions of the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act, will then likely attend school 


under strict supervision orders. She 
has been in custody for eight months. 

Williams noted the girl comes from 
a broken home and had been bullied 
herself. The judge said the girl had 
decided "if you can't beat them, join 
them. That strategy hasn't worked." 

Brittany McNeil, 18, was sen¬ 
tenced to six years for leading the at¬ 
tack. A second teenage girl got a 
two-year youth sentence last month. 

"Thank God this is over," said Ben- 
net's grandmother outside the court¬ 
room. She said her granddaughter 
wants to get on with her life and has 
found work as a cashier. 

Crown attorney John Nisbet said 
Bennet had "suffered horrendously," 
but was not vindictive. 


This is the letter the teen sen¬ 
tenced yesterday wrote to her vic¬ 
tim, and read in court: 

I know what I have done is un¬ 
forgivable. It must have been 
very hurtful to you and painful. If 
I had the choice it would never 
happen again. It was wrong and 
unforgettable. I can promise you 
that it won’t happen again. I have 
been thinking about what had 
happened everyday for the past 
eight months now and I imagine 
what it would be like if I was in 
your shoes that day and it hon¬ 
estly breaks my heart. I wouldn’t 
be able to trust another person 
again. You would have to be a 
very strong woman to deal with 


that kind of hurt and I am apolo¬ 
gizing from the bottom of my 
heart. If words could express the 
way I feel about the situation 
then I would write them in this 
letter. I just feel so terrible. I’m 
really hoping that you are alright 
truly. I have no clue what had 
even inspired me to do some¬ 
thing like that. I feel so awful 
that I would even think about 
doing that. I want you to know 
and realize that I’m not writing 
this to benefit me; I’m doing this 
so you can know how I feel about 
what happened. Once again I am 
truly sorry and it’s okay if you 
don’t but I was hoping that you 
would accept my apology.

Cemetery offering 
eco-friendly 
burial options

You wouldn't be caught dead 
polluting the Earth, so why 
damage the environment 
when you die? 

Bill Mont, president of 


Pleasant Hill Cemetery in 
Sackville, says traditional 
burials contaminate the 
ground with nails, rust from 
the coffin and embalming 
fluids leaking into the dirt - 
and the pricey practice costs 
the Earth. 

That's why he's introduc¬ 
ing the eco-burial. 

Standing in an overgrown 
area looking down on 
Sackville Drive, he jokes that 


green customers are "going to 
have a great view, and leave 
a good environmental foot¬ 
print." 

By using a simple, nail-free 
coffin — or even no coffin at 
all — and skipping embalm¬ 


ing, customers will green-up 
their deaths by reducing the 
environmental impact. 

"They'd have to get in 
there pretty quick," he notes, 
as without embalming the 
body would have to be buried 


by the next day. That practice 
is in line with religious re¬ 
quirements for Muslims and 
Jews. 

The eco-area will be left a 
little wild, with trees and 
bushes incorporated into 
burial plots. 

And as a basic traditional 
casket costs between $1,095 
and $2,500, plus $1,500 for a 
marker as well as embalming 
fees, his box-and-burial 


package will save you money. 

Green customers would 
pay about $1,500 for a plot, 
plus a $400 charge for "open¬ 
ing and closing" the grave, 
and whatever they want to 
spend on a marker. 

Asked if he would take the 
green option himself, the 
busy 80-year-old said he'd 
consider it, noting he'd better 
make the decision soon 
though.

Beating victim hit 
with ambulance bill

Isenberg didn't get into de¬ 
tails about the cause of this 
duress but focused on fond 
memories of the 65-year-old 
who was found stabbed to 
death in a north end Halifax 
park early Sunday morning. 

"Danny would go out of his 
way to make everyone he 
cared for feel at home and 
welcome," Isenberg said. 

As a young adult, Isenberg 


said, Newman graduated 
from Acadia University and, 
like many in his family, was 
"well-read, cultured and had 
an innate appreciation for art 
and architecture." 

Danny was a good person 
taken away too soon Isen¬ 
berg told the congregation of 


close to 200 people. 

Newman had a lengthy 
criminal record with convic¬ 
tions for theft, stolen prop¬ 
erty and breaches of 
court-imposed conditions. 
He recently spent five 
months in the Burnside jail. 

Police confirmed Sunday 


afternoon his death was the 
result of a homicide and po¬ 
lice still have made no ar¬ 
rests. His body was found on 
a pathway just north of St.

Province hears rest stop plea 


Lack of service 
centres linked to 
pee-filled bottles

Drivers are sending the 
province a message in a bottle: 
There aren't enough rest stops 
on Nova Scotia's highways. 

"It is increasingly difficult 
for drivers to find places 
where they can pull off," says 
New Democrat MLA Vicki 
Conrad. 

A Nova Scotia man sent 


Premier Rodney MacDonald 
an email Monday complain¬ 
ing about pee-filled plastic 
bottles on highway shoulders, 
particularly along the Cobe- 
quid Pass near the toll plaza. 

Conrad said she's seen 
such bottles in her travels 
and although they reveal a 
definite lack of awareness 
about environmental issues 
and littering laws, they also 
point to an infrastructure 
need in the province. 

Ontario, she said, has nu¬ 
merous service centres along 
its 400-series highways 
where drivers don't have to

pull off into small towns to 
relieve themselves and Nova 
Scotia would do well to fol¬ 
low their lead. 

Conrad put the request to 
the Minister of Transporta¬ 
tion and Infrastructure Re¬ 
newal during the legislature 
last month. 

"He did make it clear that 


was not a priority and the 
cost would be prohibitive," 
she said. 

Minister Murray Scott said 
yesterday more rest stops 
would be welcome but it's 
not financially feasible. 

He said the province has 
given private developers 
money in the past to build 
service centres including 
enough space for 25 cars, 
washroom facilities and visi¬ 
tor information and a rest 
stop in Cumberland County 
that didn't survive and an¬ 
other in Pictou County were 
the result. 


"If any other private ven¬ 
tures came forward we'd 
certainly entertain their pro¬ 
posal in regards to develop¬ 
ing rest areas," he said. 

The minister said he felt 
discouraged people would 
continue to litter "in this day 
and age." 

There is all kinds of litter 
along the province's high¬ 
ways, he said, and drivers 
should hang on to wrappers 
and containers in their vehi¬ 
cles until they can dispose of 
them in an appropriate man¬ 
ner.

Africentric school 
helps adults finish 
high school

When Timothy Williams 
dropped out of high school in 
1994, he had no idea that it 
would take more than 10 
years to get back on his feet. 

Today, he's more than a 
high school grad: He was 


valedictorian of his graduat¬ 
ing class after spending a year 
in the Nova Scotia Commu¬ 
nity College's African-Cana¬ 
dian Transition Program. 

Next year he'll start study¬ 
ing photography. 

"I wrote my GED four 
times, and every time I failed 
math, I just thought that 
there must be another way," 
Williams said yesterday, 
hours before his graduation. 

After dropping out, he 
spent 13 years doing odd jobs 


and working for a roofing 
company. It wasn't enough, 
he said. Taking the program 
with 19 fellow students gave 
him a sense that his career 
options are unlimited. 

"I had no idea how im¬ 
mensely this program would 
change my life." 

This is the second year for 
the program, meant to help 
black Nova Scotians who 
want to return as adults to 
complete their high school 
diploma. 


"This program gives the 
students a chance to work on 
getting their high school 
credits, but the uniqueness of 
the African Canadian Transi¬ 
tion Program is that it's Afri¬ 
centric," coordinator Jill 
Provoe said. 

"We teach our students the 
same curriculum that any 
other school would teach, but 
they also learn about their 
heritage, their culture, and 
we talk about those tough 
subjects like racism."

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School board hopes

Minister’s decision 
called into question

The Nova Scotia Court of Ap¬ 
peal reserved a decision yes¬ 
terday on whether elected 
members of the Halifax re¬ 
gional school board should 
stay fired.

McGuinty urges

Elderly foreign tourists are 
tapping Mexican pet shops 
for a drug used by veterinar¬ 
ians to put cats and dogs to 
sleep that has become the 
sedative of choice for eu¬ 
thanasia campaigners. 

Tourists from as far as 
Australia have travelled to 
Mexico to buy liquid pento¬ 
barbital, which causes a 
painless death in humans in 
less than an hour, right-to- 
die advocates say.

Seeking plan 
to prevent the 
spread of hunger 

A UN global food crisis sum¬ 
mit will draw up an emer¬ 
gency plan today to mobilize 
aid, reduce trade barriers and 
invest in farming in poor 
countries to stop the spread of 
hunger threatening nearly one 
billion people. 

"We commit to eliminating 
hunger and to securing food 
for all, today and tomorrow," 
read a draft declaration from 
the three-day Rome summit, 
whose opening session yester¬ 
day was attended by leaders 
of about 44 nations. 

The United Nations' Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
called the emergency meeting 
amid soaring commodity 
prices that threaten to add as 
many as 100 million more 
people to the 850 million al¬ 
ready going hungry and desta¬ 
bilize governments. 

The cost of major food com¬ 
modities has doubled over the 


last couple of years, with rice, 
corn and wheat at record 
highs. The OECD sees prices 
retreating from their current 
peaks but still up to 50 per 
cent higher in the coming 
decade. 

After lofty speeches from 
leaders yesterday, many of 
whom blamed trade barriers 


and biofuels, championed by 
Brazil and the U.S., for driving 
up prices, delegates will hold 
talks today to prepare a decla¬ 
ration for release tomorrow. 

The draft declaration prom¬ 
ised to "stimulate food pro¬ 
duction and to increase 
investment in agriculture, to 
address obstacles to food ac¬ 


cess and to use the planet's re¬ 
sources sustainably for pres¬ 
ent and future generations." 

The United States defended 
itself from accusations of cul¬ 
pability in the world food cri¬ 
sis on Tuesday and said it was 
not getting enough credit for 
being the world's largest 
provider of food aid. reuters

"Getting this information 
in advance enables our front¬ 
line personnel to determine 
whether a visa-free traveler 
presents a threat, before 
boarding an aircraft or arriv¬ 
ing on our shores," Chertoff 
said in a statement. 

"It is a relatively 
simple and effective 
way to strengthen 
our security, and 
that of interna¬ 
tional travelers, 
while helping to 
preserve an impor¬ 
tant program for key allies," 
he said. 

The requirement affects 
people from so-called visa- 
waiver countries who travel 
to the U.S. without visas, for 
temporary business or pleas¬ 
ure. They will need to pro¬ 
vide the requested 
information — travel plans 
and basic biographical data 
— before departure and ob¬ 
tain an electronic travel au¬ 
thorization before they board 
a plane or ship. reuters

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Energy audit saves money 


Home test evaluates 
efficiency of home, 
details improvements

Y our house could be polluting 
the air more than you think, 
and it could be costing you a 
lot of money. 

If you can't figure out why your 
energy bills are through the roof, 
your home could be wasting power 
and emitting more greenhouse 
gases than normal, and it could be 
time for a home energy audit. It's a 
test that evaluates the energy-effi¬ 
ciency of your home and details im¬ 
provements you can make that 
could potentially reduce your 
home's GHG output and save you 
money in the process. 

Jamie Shipley, senior research 
consultant for the 
Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corpo¬ 
ration (CMHC) says 
owners of houses 40 
years old and up 
should seriously 
consider getting a 
home energy audit, 
which will pinpoint specific areas 
leaking the most power. 

"If you're concerned about low¬ 
ering the operating cost of your 
home or saving energy, the first 
thing your need to know is where 


understanding r-value 

R-value is the measurement of a 
material’s resistance to the trans¬ 
fer of heat through it. Generally, 
the higher the R-value of a home 
building material, the more re¬ 
sistant it is to heat passing 
through it — keeping heat con¬ 
tained in the winter and outside 
in the summer, for example, and 
therefore a more energy efficient 
material to use. 


you can focus your budget to the 
areas where you'll get the most 
bang for your buck. An energy audit 
will pinpoint the best areas to at¬ 
tack your house," he said. 

The areas commonly susceptible 
to leakage, Shipley notes, are base¬ 
ments and wall outlets such as 
doors and windows. Sometimes 
these areas can have tiny tears in 
the walls, ceilings and floors that 
are innocent enough, 
but put together 
could make hole as 
big as 1.5 square feet 
in your house that 
spews energy you 
could otherwise use. 
The website for Na¬ 
tional Clean Air Day 
(cleanairday.com) says using caulk¬ 
ing and weather stripping to seal 
these holes can save you up to 20 
per cent on your energy bill. 

Some provinces are even willing 
to lend a helping hand: Ontario, for

“Wood has an R-value, though 
not high," says Jamie Shipley, sen¬ 
ior research consultant for the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation.

For example, 
multiply R 3.2 per inch by how 
many inches you’ll have in a wall 
or attic, then that will tell you the 
R-value of that assembly."

sidizes 50 per cent of the cost of an 
energy audit, up to a maximum of 
$150 — you don't even have to 
carry out the advised retrofits on 
your house to collect the rebate. 

Homebuyers who are new to the 
market are also becoming more 
concerned with how energy effi¬ 
cient a house is, Shipley notes, 
adding that while curb appeal still 
trumps all, energy bills can make or 
break a deal nowadays. 

"They always ask, or should ask, 
for a copy of the energy bills for that 
house, and that becomes part of the 
equation of whether they feel that 
house is one they want to buy, 
that's really a relationship of how 
energy efficient that home is," Ship- 
ley said.

Pens, Wings ready to go

Triple-OT game won’t 
keep teams down long 

The Detroit Red Wings insisted yesterday 
they lost little sleep after their Stanley Cup 
dreams came up 35 seconds short before 
a gut-wrenching triple overtime 4-3 de¬ 
feat by the Pittsburgh Penguins. 

Leading the best-of-seven series 3-1 
and clinging to a 3-2 lead with the final 
minute of Game 5 ticking down on Mon¬ 
day, the Stanley Cup had been polished 
and the champagne put on ice. 

But just as the capacity crowd at the 
Joe Louis arena was getting ready to cel¬ 
ebrate, the Penguins' Maxime Talbot 
spoiled the party by scoring with just 35 
seconds remaining in regulation to push 
the game into overtime. 

Petr Sykora then delivered the knock¬ 
out blow deep into the third overtime, 
sending the two teams back to Pittsburgh 
for Game 6 tonight with the Detroit lead 
sliced to 3-2. 

"It's nice to be close to it (the Stanley 
Cup)," Detroit coach Mike Babcock told 
reporters yesterday "Be nicer to have it. 

"You never expect it to be easy. You 
knew it was going to be a battle, and it is." 

If there was any disappointment in 
coming so close to their goal in the Detroit 
dressing room it was replaced by confi¬ 
dence by the time the Red Wings arrived 
in Steeltown. 

The Wings have won all three of their 


previous playoff series on the road this 
season and say they would have no prob¬ 
lem clinching the Stanley Cup at the Igloo. 

History also remains firmly on De¬ 
troit's side. Only once has a team erased a 
3-1 deficit to claim the Cup and that was 
the Toronto Maple Leafs 66 years ago. 

The battered Penguins have given 
themselves a tough act to follow, the triple 
overtime thriller being hailed as one of the 
Stanley Cup final's greatest games. 

A Game 6 win would almost certainly 


require another Herculean effort, with 
several players nursing injuries. 

"It was definitely a tough one last night 
but we're just happy to really still be play¬ 
ing," said Penguins captain Sidney Crosby, 
a native of Cole Harbour. "I think any time 
you go through something like that, come 
out with a win, to see the way everyone 
kept battling and didn't give up, it cer¬ 
tainly means a lot to everyone. 

"We're still here, still battling, and we 
still have an opportunity." reuters 


Leagues benefit from TV numbers 


T fie economy sucks, as 
you know, but sports 
leagues are prosper¬ 
ing. 

Attendance figures in 
MLB, the NHL and the NBA 
are all up while their tele¬ 
vision ratings have in¬ 
creased significantly.

Tribute album 
features 19 artists

He found it pretty amazing to 
begin with, but it was sitting 
in a Montreal studio and lis¬ 
tening to musicians cut some 
of his songs that it really 
sunk in. 

"It became real, there were 
faces and voices and it be¬ 
came real," Ron Bourgeois 
said. "It's a growing story, 
and my emotions change as 
we move forward with this 
project." 

A producer, musician and 
songwriter, Bourgeois is 
being honoured this week for 
his contributions to Acadian 
and French language music 
with the release of a tribute 
CD. 

The album features 19 


artists from across Canada 
and the United States paying 
tribute to Bourgeois by 
singing material he has writ¬ 
ten over his three decades in 
the industry. 

Among the artists on the 
CD are Teresa Ennis, BLOU, 
Mary Jane Lamond and 
Mathieu D'Astous — all four 
will perform with Bourgeois 
at a CD released party at the 
World Trade and Convention 
Centre on Saturday. 

Bourgeois said his interest 
in music began as a young¬ 
ster growing up in Cheti- 
camp, Cape Breton. The 
francophone community had 
to create its own entertain¬ 
ment — and that meant 
everyone took part. 

That community eventu¬ 
ally grew to include the 
whole of eastern Canada, as 
he became part of a larger 
community - helping to pro¬ 


duce events and also per¬ 
forming as a singer-song- 
writer. 

"I considered myself a 
songwriter in the sense that I 
was writing for myself as a 
performer," said Bourgeois. 

"I was the performer ac¬ 
cepting these songs, that all 
changed for me when people 
started calling me asking for 
songs." 

He said the first time that 


happened was in the early 
1980s. It was a friend who 
asked to record Bourgeois' 
songs, so while it was 
unique, it also felt like he was 
simply sharing material. 

"When you got people who 
weren't close friends delving 
into your catalogue, then it is 
very gratifying," he said. 

"It means your peers rec¬ 
ognize the value of your 
work."
